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THE  COINS  OF  THE  YEMEN  UNDER  THE  SECOND  OTTOMAN  OCCUPATION 


16  SAFAR  1 289  - SAFAR  1337  / 15  APRIL  1872  - NOVEMBE R 1918

This  paper  describes  the  numismatic  history  of  the  Yemen  from  the  be- 
ginning of  the  second  Ottoman  occupation  of  the  country  in  1289  H/  1872 
until  the  accession  of  the  Imam  al-Mutawakki 1 Yahya  Hamid  al-Dfn  in 
1322  H / 1904.  The  coins  of  the  latter  Imam  are  already  listed  in  the 
"Standard  Catalog  of  World  Coins,"  and  his  first  coin  has  recently  been 
described  by  this  writer  (1).  In  general,  the  Imams  of  the  Yemen  were 
both  the  religious  and  the  political  leaders  of  the  country. 

HISTORICAL  BACKGROUND 

The  death  of  the  Imam  al-Mahdi  cAbdallah  on  6 Shacbanl251/  27  November 
1835,  and  the  deposition  of  his  son  al-Mansur  cAlT  in  Dhu  ' 1 -Qacdah  1252/ 
March  1837,  are  generally  considered  as  the  beginning  of  the  disorderly 
situation  in  the  Yemen , lasting  unti  1 the  second  Ottoman  occupation  (3) . The 
Imams  changed  frequently  with  more  than  one  I man  claiming  leadership.  Unrest 
in  the  country,  famine  and  epidemics,  all  contributed  to  the  disorder. 
Part  of  the  coastal  area  was  at  the_beginning  of  the  century  occupied 
by  the  Egyptians,  later  by  the  Sharif  Husa.yn  of  Abu  cArish.  An  attempt 
by  the  Ottomans  to  occupy  Sanca'on  5 Ramadan  1265/15  July  1849  failed. 

In  1287  H/ 187 0 , Ahmad  Muhtar  Pasha,  after  capturing  cAsTr,  occupied 
Sanca'  on  16  Safar  1289/1.5  April  1872,  bringing  the  Yemen  under  Ottoman 
rule.  However,  while  the  coastal  area  was  occupied  with  little  diffi- 
culty, the  Ottomans  were  never  able  to  occupy  the  whole  country.  One 
of  the  causes  of  the  difficulties  were  the  religious  differences.  The 
Ottomans  were  Sunni  Moslems  of  the  Hanafi  school,  while  the  coastal  area  was 
settled  by  Sunni  Moslems  of  the  ShafTcT  school^  In  the  highlands  the_ 
population,  and  especially  the  tribes  were  Shi  a Moslems  of  the  Zaidi 
sect.  The  ShTca  IsmacTlTs  were  not  of  much  importance  at  that  time.  The 
last  Zaidi  Imam  remained  in  office  as  religious  leader.

Yahya  Hamid  al-dTn  (a  descendent  of 
al-Husayn  b.  al-Imam  al-Qasim,  (the  founder  of  the  Qasimid  line  of 
Imams.  Born  1255  H/1839.  Died  19  Rabic  I (1322/3  June  1904. 

Reigned  from  28  Shawwal  1307/17  June  1890  until  his  death. 

4.  al -Mutawakki 1 Cala  Allah  Yahya  b.  Muhammad  Hamid  al-Din.  Born 
Rabi c I 1286/June  1869  at  Sanca'.  Murdered  6 Rabic  II  1367/  17th 
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February  1948. 

Reigned  from  20  R a b i c I 1322/  4 June  1904  as  Imam,  and  was  recog- 
nized for  the  first  time  as  king  in  1345  H/  1926  in  the  Treaty  of 
Friendship  between  Italy  and  the  Yemen  (4). 


While  the  Turks  could  introduce  the  Ottoman  administration  in  Sanca' 
and  those  parts  of  the  Yemen  which  they  controlled,  nearly  all  that  time, 
fighting  with  the  tribes  continued,  especially  in  the  north.  A long 
line  of  Ottoman  governors  came  and  went.  In  the  context  of  this  numis- 
matic article  only  a short  summary  of  the  events  can  be  presented. 

In  Jumad5  II  1293/  July  1876  a campaign  was  launched  against  the 
tribes  of  Arhab  and  H a s h i d , which  ended  with  a truce,  the  Imam  al-Hadi, 
who  rose  in  1296  FI/1880,  fought  the  Turks  until  his  death  in  1307  H/ 1890 . 
In  1299  FI/1882  there  was  fighting  between  the  Arabs  and  the  Turks  in 
Khawlan,  and  in  1302  FI/ 1884-5  again  with  Arhab.  In  1303  FI/1885-6  the 
Turks  sent  a force  against  the  Imam,  which,  however,  did  not  change  any- 
thing in  the  situation.  In  1307  H/ 1890  the  new  Imam  al -Mansur  Muhammad 
Hamid  al-Din  caused  a more  vigorous  opposition  of  the  tribes  against  the 
Turks,  which  led  to  a general  raising  in  1308  H/1891.  $anca'  came  under 
siege,  and  was  relieved  by  a force  under  Ahmad  FaydT  Pasha.  Fighting 
continued  at  various  places  nearly  all  the  timeduring  al-Mansur  Mohammad's 
reign.  An  emissary  of  the  Porte  to  the  Imam, in  order  to  achieve  a per- 
manent settlement,  obtained  a reply  in  the  sense  of  the  religious  dif- 
ferences explained  above.  The  trouble_continued.  Houses  were  blown  up 
in  Sanca'.  The  opposition  by  the  Zaidi  population  to  the  Ottomans  con- 
tinued. When  in  1322  H / 1904  al -Mutawakki 1 Yahya  became  Imam,  a general 
uprising  started  (in  October  1904)  and  many  Turkish  garrisons  were  at- 
tacked. Various  towns  were  captured,  including  Sanca‘,  which  surrendered 
on  20  April  1905.  Ahmad  FaydT  Pasha  was  again  sent  to  the  Yemen  with  new 
troops  to  relieve  the  town,  which  he  entered  on  1 September  1905.  An 
attack  on  the  Imam,  who  had  retired  to  Shahara  failed.  Further  unrest 
in  the  country  followed.  A commission  sent  from  Istanbul  to  study  the 
situation  could  only  find  that  serious  mismanagement  of  the  province, 
in  addition  to  the  religious  differences  were  the  causes.  The  Ottomans 
pressed  by  the  war  in  Libya  signed  the  treaty  of  Daccan  in  1911,  which 
gave  the  Imam  nearly  full  authority  in  the  territory  under  his  control. 
This  remained  the  status  until  the  end  of  World  War  I. 

THE  COINAGE 

The  coinage  of  the  Yemen  during  this  period  has  to  be  divided  between 
the  coins  issued  under  Ottoman  authority  and  the  coins  minted  by  the 
ZaidT  Imams. 

The  most  important  coin,  however,  was  the  Taler  of  Maria  Theresia, 
called  Riyal  or  Qrush.  The  various  chronicles  (5)  of  the  period  quote 
prices  in  qrush,  half,  quarter,  eighth,  half  an  eighth,  and  even  a 
quarter  of  an  eighth.  Seven  eighths  are  expressed  as  a half,  a quarter 
and  an  eighth.  This  form  was  customary  in  the  Yemen  and  South  Arabia. 

It  should  be  noted  that  money  in  general  is  called  zalat  in  the  Yemen 

(6). 

THE  OTTOMAN  COINAGE 

No  coins  were  minted  by  the  Ottoman  Government  during  this  period  in 
the  Yemen.  Furthermore,  it  is  not  known  which  of  the  Ottoman  coins 
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were  brought  to  the  country  (7).  Qafah  (8)  tells  us  that  there  were 
three  kinds  of  qrush  in  use  in  the  Yemen: 

Qrush  Hajar  - The  Taler  of  Maria  Theresia 
Qrush  Sagh  - The  Turkish  Me j i di  (20  kurush)  coin 

Qrush  Bida  - The  Turkish  one  kurush  coin 

Carasso  (9)  who  visited  the  Yemen  in  1874  mentions  amounts  in  Turkish 
paras,  Turkish  kurush,  and  Turkish  pounds.  Sa'id  cArusi  (10)  wrote 
that  at  the  end  of  1901  new  Turkish  coins  were  brought  to  the  Yemen, 
Mejidis  and  small  red  coins  (i.e.  copper  coins).  Qafah  explains  the 
copper  coins  as  having  been  called  in  the  Yemen,  zalata,  ri baya  (?), 
and  baysa.  The  Me j i di  was  equal  to  40  zalata,  the  zalata  two  ri baya , 
and  the  ri baya  two  baysa.  The  copper  coins  were  therefore  probably 
in  the  denominations  of  40,  20,  and  10  paras.  Hubara  (11)  mentions  in 
1905  ri baya  and  baysa. 

G.  Wyman  Bury  (14),  writing  in  1914  states,  not  describing  all  coins, 
the  following: 

"Gold:  The  Turkish  pound  is  rare,  British  sovereigns  and  French  Napol- 

eons are  accepted.  - 

Silver:  The  Maria  Theresia  Taler,  i.e.  the  Riyal . - Turkish  coins;  The 

Mejidi,  having  dropped  from  20  to  17  piastres.  Turkish  2 and  4 piastres 
silver  coins.  The  piastre  is  in  nickel,  divided  into  four  copper  hilal." 

The  silver  4 piastres  are  probably  the  5 piastres  coins  at  reduced  value. 
"Hilal"  means  crescent.  It  is  thought,  that  inasmuch  as  the  piastre 
values  40  paras,  the  hilal  is  the  Ottoman  10  paras  billon  coin  issued 
in  1316  H/1898  (Y25),  showing  on  the  reverse  a crescent;  these  coins 
contain  10%  less  silver  and  look  like  copper  coins.  Bury  says  further 
that  at  Hodeida,  merchants  make  their  accounts  in  Indian  rupees,  basing 
their  exchange  rate  on  the  value  of  100  riyals  in  that  currency.  The 
rate  coming  from  Aden,  being  fairly  stable. 

From  the  above  quotations  it  can  be  assumed  that  generally  speaking 
Ottoman  coins  were  in  use,  but  more  information  is  needed  in  order  to 
arrive  at  a definite  conclusion. 

THE  ZAIDI  COINAGE 

Before  the  Ottoman  occupation,  coins  were  minted  in  the  name  of  the 
Imam  al -Mutawakk.i  1 Muhsin  b.  Ahmad  and  a few  of  such  coins  are  pre- 
served. It  is  not  known  if  coins  were  minted  in  his  name  after  the 
occupation.  Similarly  no  coins  have  so  far  been  reported  which  were 
struck  in  the  name  of  the  Imam  al-Hadf  Sharaf  al-Din. 

The  Imam  al -Mansur  Muhammad  Hamid  al-Din  had  silver  and  copper  coins 
minted  in  his  name.  The  earliest  known  date  which  has  so  far  come  to 
light  is  1312  H/ 1894-5 . The  coins  are  without  mint  names.  They  were 
most  likely  struck  at  either  Sacdah  or  Shaharah.  All  coins  which  have 
come  to  the  attention  of  this  writer  are  listed  below.  Further  coins 
may  exist. 

It  is  possible  that  some  of  the  coins  listed  in  the  "Standard  Catalog 
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of  Work'  Coins"  in  the  name  of  the  Imam  al -Mutawakki 1 Yahya  Hamid  al- 
DTn  were  minted  between  1322  and  1337  H/ 1 904  and  1918. 

The  denominations  of  the  coins  listed  below  are  so  far  not  known.  In 
1905  Hubara  mentions  a buqsha  struck  by  the  Imam  (12),  but  he  does  not 
state 'the  name  of  the  Imam.  The  silver  coins  may  be  buqshas  and  the 
copper  coins,  half  or  quarter  buqshas.

In  309  A.D.  the  Emperor  Maxentius 
caused  to  be  struck  a unique  gold 
medallion  in  memory  of  his  dead  son 
Romulus  Caesar.  The  obverse  legend 
is  "SIV0  R0MVL0  NVBIS  CONS,  with 
the  full  bareheaded  bust  of  the 
young  Romulus.  The  reverse  has  a 
round  formed  temple  with  one  of  its 
two  doors  half  opened.  An  eagle 
stands  on  the  dome  and  the  in- 
scription is  "AETERNAE  MEMORIAE 
POST".

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AN  INTRODUCTION  TO  BYZANTINE  COINAGE

No.  20  - LEO  III  THE  ISAURIAN  (717-741 ) 

Why  "The  Isaurian"?  No  one  knows  as  he  was  born  in  Syria!  One  of  the 
most  able  and  powerful  rulers  of  Byzantium  who  left  it  one  of  its  worst 
problems  which  may  have  caused,  in  the  end,  as  much  harm  as  the  good  he 
did. 

He  was  of  peasant  stock  but  evidently  wealthy  as  his  father,  in  Thrace, 
sent  him  with  a gift  of  500  sheep  to  Justinian  II  who  made  him  "spa- 
tharius"  - i.e.  an  aide. 

The  long  awaited  Arab  attack  came  six  months  after  his  accession.  The 
Byzantines,  thanks  to  "Greek  Fire",  for  long  their  greatest  weapon, 
defeated  the  Arab  fleet  in  the  Marmora,  Bosphorus  area,  and  on  its 
escape  into  the  Aegean  what  was  left  was  utterly  destroyed  by  a storm, 
rather  like  the  Spanish  Armada  in  British  history.  However,  the  strug- 
gle with  the  Arabs  continued  all  his  reign,  ending  in  their  utter  de- 
feat in  740  at  Acroinon,  one  of  the  great  battles  of  history.  Al- 
liances continued  with  the  Bulgars  and  the  Khazars,  Leo's  son  marrying 
the  daughter  of  the  latter  in  733. 

Unfortunately  Leo  III  was  a leader  of  the  Iconoclasts  in  the  great 
controversy  of  that  name.  "Iconoclast",  literally  "icon"  or  "image", 
was  anyone  who  was  against  the  use  of  pictures  or  statues  in  church 
worship.  In  Europe  this  movement  was  opposed  by  the  pope,  then  the 
Hellas  Theme  revolted,  naming  a puppet  emperor  who  however  was  soon 
executed.  Church  and  people  were  bitterly  divided , many  works  of  art 
were  destroyed  and  the  controversy  continued  to  rage  for  generations, 
thus  greatly  weakening  the  Empire. 

On  the  positive  side  Leo's  reforms  were  extended  to  the  civil  and  mili- 
tary administration.  In  726  he  had  published  a legal  manual,  "The 
Ecloga",  which  ranked  him  with  Justinian  1 1 s great  law  codification 
"The  Institutes",  though  one  seldom  hears  it  mentioned,  probably  be- 
cause Leo  III  is  realtively  unknown  in  the  West,  unlike  Justinian. 

The  Coinage 

As  in  previous  reigns  silver  is  very  rare  but  interesting  because  of 
the  introduction  of  a new  denomination,  the  Miliaresion,  which  was  to 
be  a standard  silver  coin  for  centuries.  The  coin  is  a thin  spread 
fabric  and  the  coins  of  Leo  III  have  been  confused  with  those  of  his 
successors,  as  have  others  of  his  striking,  with  the  coinage  of 
Leontius,  and  thus  mi sattri buted  in  earlier  catalogues.  Actually  the 
arrangement  of  his  coins  is  different;  while  the  reverse  has  the  cross 
potent,  it  is  tall  and  around  it  the  royal  legend.  Leo's  iconoclasm 
did  not  include  the  cross  which,  in  a number  of  places,  he  substituted 
for  the  crucifix.  The  emperor  made  his  young  son  Constantine  co- 
emperor in  720  and  on  his  silver  the  legend  reads  L€Ob— SCObSo— Ab5ib€€ 
ceenbA  SILIS  . This  translates  "Leo  and  Constantine,  by  the  Grace 
of  God , Kings" . 

This  silver  seems  to  have  been  struck  only  in  the  capital,  as  was  the 
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usual  very  rare  hexagram  (with  solidus  dies).  To  date  no  other  silver 
is  known.  Copper  is  more  common  though  not  so  in  the  earlier  catalogs 
which  misattributed  it  to  other  reigns.  It  does,  however,  exhibit  two 
new  characteristics.  The  coins  are  no  longer  dated  but  instead  bear  to

the  left  of  the  M,  x.  Then  the  folles  of  Syracuse  bear  a new  legend  €

after  each  ruler's  name.  The  word  translates  "Despot",  a title,  not  n 
necessarily  in  our  sense  of  the  meaning. 

Modules  vary  in  size  and  some  are  found  overstruck  on  the  coins  of 
earlier  rulers.  Condition,  usually,  is  poor. 

Ravenna  and  Naples  no  longer  minted  coins  for  the  empire,  though  some 
coins  struck  at  uncertain  Italian  mints  are  known. 

Gold  coins  are  the  most  frequently  found  because  the  empire's  standard 
was  based  on  gold,  never  silver,  so  it  is  interesting  that  after  the 
Ottomans  were  established  in  Constantinople,  their  economy  followed 
the  same  pattern  for  a long  time. 

The  Coins 


GOLD: 

CONSTANTINOPLE.  The  solidi  begin  with  the  single  bust  of  Leo  III  with 
the  legend  qno  lson  p a mhl  and  the  reverse  with  the  usual  victoria  Avqq 
but  when  Constantine  was  made  co-emperor  his  bust  appears  on  the  reverse 
with  his  legend  g'N  CONSoANcinhs  , or  some  variant  of  it.  The  move 
away  from  the  religious  to  the  secular  is  marked.  The  coins  are  inter- 
esting in  the  gradual  change  in  the  portrayal  of  Constantine  from  a 
child  to  a young  man.  Both  emperors  wear  the  chlamys.  Also  issued 
were  a semissis  and  a tremissis,  along  with  the  extremely  rare  ^ tre~ 
missis. 

SYRACUSE  struck  two  types  of  solidus,  Leo  along,  then  Leo  and  son.  The 
semissis  and  the  tremissis  are  both  known  only  with  the  two  rulers. 

ROME  struck  a debased  gold  coinage 
of  two  types,  Leo  alone,  Leo  and 
Constantine.  The  tremissis  appears 
in  the  same  way. 


ITALIAN  MINTS.  These  are  uncertain 
and  sometimes  the  metal  was  debased. 
Again  the  solidus  appears  of  two 
Solidus 3 Rome  types.  The  remissis  is  known  only

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SOME  SINO-TIBETAN  COINS  FORMERLY  IN  PEKING 


N.  G.  Rhodes , Hythe , Kent , England , NI  # 927 


In  1937  Mr.  Huang  P'eng-hsiao  published  a small  book,  Coins  of  the 
Ch'ing  Dynasty  (Peking,  Old  Palace  Museum,  1937  - Reprinted  in  Taiwan, 
1971),  on  a series  of  coins  said  to  have  been  presented  to  the  Emperor 
as  examples  of  those  issued  throughout  the  Empire,  and  preserved  as 
such  in  the  Palace. 


Among  the  coins  illustrated  in  the  work  are  some  remarkable  Sino- 
Tibetan  pieces  that  are  worthy  of  further  analysis. 

Ch'ien  Lung,  Yr.  58 


These  appear  to  be  genuine  examples  of  the  scarce  issues  with  24  dots 
on  each  side,  including  the  1/2,  1 and  1.5  Ch'ien  denominations,  but 
omitting  the  3/4  Ch'ien  piece.  As  the  first  Tibetan  issue  with  the 
name  of  the  Ch'ien  Lung  Emperor  in  Chinese,  these  are  just  the  type 
of  coin  that  one  would  expect  to  have  been  sent  to  the  Emperor. 

Chi  a Ch'ing,  Yr.  8 
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The  larger  piece  is  a perfectly 
normal  ch'ien  of  Yr.  8,  but  the 
small  piece  is  remarkable.  Although 
the  weight  is  not  given  in  the  text, 
it  is  apparent  from  the  size  that 
it  must  have  been  of  the  5 fen  de- 
nomination. However,  apart  from 
the  dubious  specimens  published  by 
the  present  author  recently  {NI 
BULLETIN,  Nov.,  1986,  pp  254-257), 


no  5 fen  coins  of  this  Emperor  are  known,  and  it  is  worth  noting  that 
this  present  piece  is  quite  different  in  style  from  the  forgery  of 
this  year.  The  details  of  the  design  are  also  very  interesting,  since 


the  Tibetan  version  of  "Chia"  is  written  "ZTZT'V,  with  the  initial 
"ba",  a feature  rarely  found,  but  not  unknown,  on  full  ch'iens  of 
this  year. 


An  example  is  shown  to  the 
left,  and  it  can  be  seen  that 
the  details  of  the  calligraphy 
are  very  similar  - the  main 
difference  being  that  there 
are  more  dots  in  the  border 
of  the  5 fen  piece. 

Why  it  was  only  in  the  8th 
year  that  sample  coins  from 
Tibet  were  sent  to  Peking  is 
a mystery,  when  pieces  were  struck  in  each  of  the  years  1 to  6.  Ad- 
mittedly, Yrs.  2 to  6 are  exceedingly  rare,  while  Yr.  1 is  also  rare, 
so  Yr.  8 was  the  first  year  when  coins  were  issued  in  any  quantity. 
Perhaps  the  Chinese  Ambam  in  Tibet  at  this  time,  Ts'e-pa-k'e,  was 
reminded  that  the  Emperor  would  like  to  see  examples  of  coins  and 
since,  in  the  previous  reign,  coins  of  more  than  one  denomination  had 
been  sent,  he  decided  to  have  a special  5 fen  coin  purely  for  this 
presentati on? 


Tao  Kuang,  Yr.  1 


Although  full  ch'iens  of  Tao  Kuang  Yr.  1 are  well  known,  the  above 
pieces  differ  from  them  in  several  ways.  The  year  designation  in  the 
border  is  set  East  and  West,  while  it  is  North  and  South  on  the  genuine 
1 ch'ien  pieces  and  on  the  dubious  5 fen  pieces.  The  Tibetan  spelling 
in  the  centre  circle  differs  substantially,  while  not  being  an  unreason- 
able version  (below),  while  the  Tibetan  rendering  of  Yr.  1 in  the  bord- 
er is  quite  different  and,  unfortunately , illegible.

Perhaps  this  piece  was  a pattern  made  in  China,  or  possibly  made  by 
the  Chinese  in  Tibet,  as  an  example  of  what  was  to  be  struck,  and  the 
Tibetan  inscription  was  corrected  before  final  issue. 


Hsien  Feng,  Yr.  1 


Apart  from  the  false  1 ch'ien  and  5 fen  pieces  of  Yr.  3,  published  in 
the  previous  article,  no  Sino-Tibetan  coins  of  Hsien  Feng  are  known  to 
have  circulated.  The  remarkable  pieces  listed  here  are  quite  differ- 
ent from  the  forgeries,  but  are  similar  in  style  to  the  Tao  Kuang  pieces 
illustrated  above.  The  main  part  of  the  Tibetan  inscription  seems  to 

read:  ^ ^ ^ (?)  (Shyan-sPhung-gTsang-Po ' u)  i.e. 

a rather  strange  phonetic  rendering  of  the  Chinese  inscription  "Hsien 

Feng  Ts'ang  Pao" ; the  compound  letters  ^ (Shya)  and  (sPha)  do  not 
normally  occur  in  Tibetan.  A totally  different,  but  more  epigraphi- 
cally  correct  version  is  found  on  the  forgeries  of  this  Emperor,  i.e. 

^ ^ ^ ^ 2Tf2>r''-  (Shan-Phun-gTsang-Pa1  u) . Presumably  a 

Tibetan  version  of  "1st  year"  is  in  the  border,  but  it  is  unfortunate- 
ly illegible,  although  the  word  on  the  right  side  may  be  (TlT(Lo)  = 
"Year".  This  word  is  similar  to  that  found  on  the  Tao  Kuang  coins 
above,  although  the  word  on  the  left  seems  to  be  different. 


Perhaps  these  were  also  pattern  pieces  which,  in  this  case,  were 
never  actually  struck  for  circulation  because  of  the  reduced  power 
and  influence  of  the  Chinese  in  Lhasa? 


As  regards  authenticity,  this  little  catalogue  of  selected  coins  from 
the  Old  Palace  Museum  contains  some  remarkable  rarities,  but  none  of 
the  cash  coins  listed  appears  to  be  false.  For  that  reason,  there 
seems  every  reason  to  accept  these  remarkable  Sino-Tibetan  pieces  as 
genuine  productions  of  the  period,  albeit  some  of  them  as  patterns 
for  coins  that  were  never  officially  issued, 

Unfortunately,  I do  not  know  whether  these  coins  survived  the  hazards 
of  the  last  half  century.  They  may  be  in  Taiwan,  or  still  in  Peking, 
and  I would  be  very  interested  to  hear  from  anyone  who  has  examined 
either  of  these  national  collections.

This  up-to-date  treatment  of  British  Colonial  and  Commonwealth 
coinage  will  provide  a standard  reference  for  the  period  covered, 
because  there  are  no  up-to-date  catalogues  dealing  with  this  subject.

The  following  data  are  presented  for  each  issue  of  silver  coins  by 
country:  name  and  address  of  the  mint,  denomination,  event  commemo- 
rated or  description  of  images,  diameter,  weight  in  grams,  percent  of 
pure  silver  contained,  troy  ounces  of  silver  per  coin,  number  of 
coins  struck,  and  the  total  troy  ounces  used  for  the  issue. 

In  1985,  76  countries  used  12,444,715  troy  ounces  of  pure  silver  to 
make  a total  of  252  different  issues  of  legal  tender,  silver  coins. 
The  five  largest  producers  of  silver  that  year  were  Mexico  (3.5 
million  troy  ounces),  France  (2.2  million  troy  ozs.),  Austria  (1.5 
million  troy  ozs.),  United  States  of  America  (825, °0r'  troy  ozs.), 
and  Canada  (501,000  troy  ozs.). 

The  amount  of  silver  used  in  coinage  has  been  steadily  climbing 
overthe  past  few  years.  In  1981  only  5.9  million  troy  ounces  of 
silver  were  used  for  coinage.  In  1983  the  fipure  was  up  to  9.9 
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million  ounces,  and  in  1984  it.  was  1 3,017,840  ounces.  With  the 
United  States  1986  silver  dollar  commemorating  the  centennial  of 
the  Statue  of  Liberty,  the  announced  manufacture  of  one  ounce 
silver  bullion  coins,  and  the  production  of  Canadian  silver  coins 
for  the  1988  Winter  Olympics,  the  amount  of  silver  used  in  coins 
should  continue  to  rise  during  the  next  few  years. 


********************************************************************** 
"ABUNDANTIA",  "COPIA"  AND  "ANNONA" 

The  ancient  Roman  personification  on  coins  of  "Abundantia"  was  used 
as  a profuse  giver  of  all  things,  at  all  times.  "Copia"  (Cornucopia), 
on  the  other  hand,  seems  to  have  been  used  to  apply  to  provisions 
only.  "Annona"  was  then  restricted  to  the  management  of  the  corn 
supply  for  the  current  year  only. 

On  a coin  of  Gordianus  Pius  "Abundantia"  is  shown  emptying  the  Amal- 
taean  horn,  or  horn  of  plenty,  which  comes  to  us  from  "Amalthea",  the 
name  of  a fabled  goat.  According  to  the  fable,  this  goat  once  suckled 
Jupiter.  Out  of  gratitude  for  this,  the  king  of  the  gods  and  men 
placed  the  goat  as  a constellation  in  the  heavens.  He  also  gave  one 
of  her  horns  to  the  nymphs,  who  gave  it  the  virtue  of  producing  what- 
ever they  desired.  This  then  became  the  cornucopia. 


On  a coin  of  Septimus  Severus  with  the  legend  ANNONA  AVGVSTI  CERES 
has  the  "Augusti"  (Julia  Domna)  shown  as  Annona  Ceres,  an  Annona  here 
particularly  applied  to  corn  (cereal).  Although  at  times  "Annona 
Civil  is"  or  "Annona  Militaris"  can  be  found  in  coin  legends,  the  ref- 
erence there  is  to  the  corn  subsistence  of  the  people  and  the  corn 
appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  army.

ACISCULUS 

An  "acisculus"  is  an  instrument  like  a hammer  that  was  used  by  workmen 
in  the  ancient  stone  quarries.

THE  "AEMILIA"  BRIDGE  OVER  THE  TIBER 


family  was 
equestrian 
three  arches 


The  remains  of  the  "Aemilia"  bridge  are  still  to  be 
seen  in  the  Tiber  River  at  Rome.  This,  the  most 
ancient  in  Rome,  was  first  built  of  wood  and  called 
the  "Sublicius".  It  was  re-constructed  of  stone 
many  years  later  by  Aemilius  Lepidus,  and  then  cal- 
led the  "Aemilius"  bridge.  This  is  the  same  bridge 
that  Horatius  Codes  defended  in  the  war  with  the 
Tuscans.  A rare  silver  denarius  by  the  Aemilia 
"'ssued  to  commemorate  the  bridge.  The  coin  shows  an 
statue  holding  a spear  in  its  right  hand,  on  a bridge  of 
with  "L  £ P"  for  Lepidus,  inside  the  arches.
